REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for Allowance: 
Examiner finds Applicant's arguments submitted in the Appeal Brief 

filed on 11/18/2005 to be persuasive. 

Notably, regarding claim 1, none of the cited prior art references 

discloses or render obvious the claimed method for routing data packets to 
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multiple partitions within a single end node. Assigning a range of local 
identification addresses to the channel adapter port in an end node and bits 
are assigned within the local identification addresses to specify which of 
several partitions within the end node is being addressed. These features are 
enabled at least on pages 23-24 (fig 8) of Applicant's specification. 

Claims 2-8 depend from claim 1, and are thus allowed for the same 
reasons. 

Claim 9 presents an apparatus for performing the same method as 
claim 1 and is thus allowed for the same reasons. 

Claims 10-16 depend from claim 9, and are thus allowed for the same 
reasons. 

Claim 16 presents a system for performing the same method as claim 
1 and is thus allowed for the same reasons. 

Claims 18-23 depend from claim 16, and are thus allowed for the 
same reasons.
